he Since its beginning, the New Democracy Movement has been weakened 
because of internal disagreement. In Prome, there is friction over 
the collection of subscriptions. Tha lack of cohesiveness in the 
organization is demonstrated by the fact that the PYA(i), the White 
Flags, and the mutineers maintain separate headquarters, The PYACW) 
at Prone believe that the Communists fintend to use all insurgeiit © 
parts Bete assist their om CQUps pul: once. Rangoon is taken the PYA 
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Thakin Chit expressed himself as "“umhappy" over the present situation. 
He said that if the New Democracy Movement is a success, they can take 
Rangoon, but, if not, they will have to think again. 


While in Prome, Thakin Chit received orders to increase the “hite Flag 
propaganda drive to guborn the PYA and win them over to the New 
Democracy Movement. “ith this end in view, thirty “hite Flags, men 
and women, were sent out to the districts a few days ago. The “hite 
Flags have also been instructed to increase their phopeeence among 
strikers and students. 


Red Flag leaders, Thakin Soe and Pongyi U Sein Da, are not in agreement 
with the New Democracy ifovement, and Thakin Soe has issued a leaflet 
calling on all Red Flags to attack the PYA(N). 


PYA(W) cannot decide whether or not to join the White Flags. Two 
important PYA(") leaders, Aung Naing and Gamani, have been sent to 
Prome to discuss matters with PYA(\) leaders there. Gamani is said 
not to be in agreement with an open revolt against the Government, 
and these views are shared by Bo Po Kun, who is under open arrest 
in Thayetmyo. 


When these PYA(')) leaders return from Prome, a PYA conference is to 
be held in Rangoon to hear their report and decide to what extent, 
if any, the PYA will join the “White Flags.
